New  Procedure 


The  permits  were  a  burden  on  the 
students  to  obtain,  and  a  larger  bur¬ 
den  on  police  to  sell  the  permits  and 
keep  the  necessary  records  to  go  with 
them,  he  said. 

Getting  the  state  inspection  sticker 
was  also  a  problem  for  students.  “The 
only  people  who  seemed  to  benefit 
from  the  law  were  the  owners  of  ser¬ 
vice  stations  that  inspected  the  vehi¬ 
cles,”  Harroun  said. 

A  major  purpose  for  the  permits 
was  obtaining  registration  informa¬ 
tion  about  the  students’  vehicles.  The 
information,  which  was  formerly  hard 
to  obtain  from  other  states,  is  avail¬ 
able  in  minutes  through  a  national 
computer  network,  he  said. 

“The  purpose  of  this  permit  is  simp¬ 
ly  to  display  to  a  law  enforcement 
officer  that  the  vehicle  displaying  the 
permit  is  owned  and  driven  by  an  out- 
of-state  student,”  he  said. 

Local  police  conduct  roadblocks 
occasionally  and  it  would  still  be  to  a 
student’s  advantage  to  have  the  per¬ 
mit,  Harroun  said.  Students  could 
easily  prove  to  police  they  were  out- 
of-state  students  and  would  be  spared 
from  any  possible  hassles.

More  than  20,000  pounds  of  dairy  pro¬ 
ducts  left  Salt  Lake  City  on  Wednesday 
morning  bound  for  hungry  people  in  Po¬ 


land. 


_  the  first  of  several  shipments 

planned  by  Food  For  Poland,  a  local  group 
organized  in  Provo  in  answer  to  Polish 
labor  union  leader  Lech  Walesa’s  Nov.  20 
plea  to  the  world  to  help  his  starving  coun¬ 
trymen,  said  Food  for  Poland  manager 
David  Stuart. 

The  truck,  provided  by  Utah  Carriers 
Inc.,  left  Salt  Lake  City  on  Wednesday  at 


Catholic  and  Mormon  communities  and 
members  of  the  Polish  American  Congress 
will  load  it  onto  a  land-sea  carrier  that  will 
go  by  rail  to  Newark,  N.J.,  Stuart  said. 

The  food  will  be  taken  on_a  Polish  ship 
from  New  Jersey  to  Gdansk,  Poland, 
where  it  will  be  handed  over  to  the  Catho¬ 
lic  Church  for  distribution  to  the  needy,  he 
said.  The  church  has  been  handling  such 
food  distribution  since  martial  law  was  de¬ 
clared  in  Poland  on  Dec.  13.

Reading  room  serves, 
library  within  a  library 


The  Sampler  Reading  Room  is  just  a  public  lib¬ 
rary  within  the  Harold  B.  Lee  Library,  said  John 
Christensen,  the  sampler  collection  librarian. 

The  thrust  of  the  Lee  Library  is  research,  hi 
said.  The  sampler  collection  was  organized  because 
of  a  “need  to  act  like  a  public  library  in  at  least  that 


one  little  area,”  he  said. 

Christensen  said  he  tries  to  supply  several  cate¬ 
gories  of  books  in  the  collection.  The  area  has  cur¬ 
rent  best  sellers  and  books  with  lasting  popularity 
including  science-fiction  novels,  romances,  myster¬ 
ies  and  westerns. 

There  are  also  non-fiction  books  of  current  in¬ 
terest  in  areas  such  as  crafts,  sports,  politics  and 
recreation,  Christensen  said. 

Classics  like  “The  Scarlet  Letter”  are  also  avail¬ 
able  in  this  section,  he  said.  “If  there  is  a  classic  we 
know  a  lot  of  students  will  be  wanting,  we  will  put  it 
in  the  section.” 

There  are  3,000  titles  in  the  sampler  collection 


and  one  book  in  the  section  circulates  about  10 
times  a  year,  he  said.  This  accounts  for  5  to  10 
percent  of  the  total  library  circulation.  A  book  in 
the  library  as  a  whole  may  circulate  once  every  five 
years,  he  said. 

Many  of  the  books  in  the  sampler  collection  come 
from  general  library  donations,  he  said.  Books  are 
filtered  through  the  system  and  given  to  the  sam¬ 
pler  section  if  they  are  the  type  of  book  Christensen 
is  looking  for. 

Christensen  said  he  gets  ideas  for  which  books  to 
acquire  by  wandering  through  the  BYU  Bookstore, 
reading  reviews  and  checking  the  classic  book  lists. 

Christensen  said  he  tries  to  follow  trends  in  read¬ 
ing.  He  conducted  a  survey  last  year  to  determine 
reading  preferences  and  has  chosen  heavily  in  tliose 


Just  as  in  a  public  library,  the  area  is  geared  to 
browsing,  Christensen  said.  But  unlike  the  public 
library  system  the  books  are  not  arranged  in  any 
particular  order.
